KINGSTON 
Promising a more responsiv e gov ernment that 
will work with the people to solv e New York’s most 
pressing problems, Lt. (Jov . Mary Anne Kru psak 
pledged a fu tu re of progress and change Thu rsday 
night, at the annu al dinner meeting of the Ulster 
Cou nty Chamber of Commerce. 
In a speech that contained lew specific programs 
and proposals, Ms. Kru psak told some 350 local 
residents, bu sinessmen and well-wishers that the 
new Democratic "team " in Albany will add a new 
dimension of fiscal responsibility and beau rocratic 
reorganization to the ex ecu tiv e branch ot state 
gov ernment. 
While nev er specifically mentioning Malcolm 
Wilson or Nelson Rockefeller by nam e—or the 
Repu blican Party —she clearly laid the blame on 
them for many of the ills that New Yorkers now 
mu st cope with. 
"Attem pts at reorganization (of state gov ern­ 
ment) in the past hav e rarely been su ccessfu l and 
hav e rarely been innov ativ e," she noted, "in fact, 


any attem pts to reorganize hav e been rare . . . the 
traditional methods of ru nning gov ernment hav e 
failed . . . the Carey (referring to (lov . Hu gh Carey ) 
administration has been giv en a mandate to try a 
new approach." 
Apparently aware that some people may still be 
wondering what that "new approach" actu ally 
entails, Ms. Kru psak warned the au dience into to 
ju dge the new state leaders on ju st three weeks in 
office. 
"We hav e many programs planned," she told the 
gathering, "and I meant to discu ss some of them 
with y ou tonight . . . as seriou s people we recognize 


ou r obligations and join in the challenge . . . we 
will do what we promised to do." 
Promising to ease the bu rden ol New York’s 
already ov er bu rdened tax pay ers, Ms. Kru psak 
pointed ou t Thu rsday night that both she and (iov . 
Carey hav e taken "su bstantial” cu ts in salary . 
"This will not be a gov ernment ol rhetoric," she 
said, "it will be a gov ernment (»1 ex ample." 
Hu t aside from that personal cu t in salary , and 
the recent cracdown on nu rsing homes by the state

Kru psak 
generally 
av oided 
specific 
mention 
ol 
programs

templated or already u nderway . Her speech did. 
howev er, reflect a sense ol optimism and a perso n 
al commitment to chart a new direction for state 
gov ernment. 
Perhaps most significant was Ms. Kru jisak’s 
pledge that hers is an administration that will 
rescind to the Ineeds and demands ol the people. 
"The people in ou r state know what the problems 
are and hav e a feel for the solu tion, "this gov ern­ 
ment will work with the |>eople and lor the 
people." 
After an enthu siastic reception from the crowd 
at the Holiday Inn, Ms. Kru jrsak complimented 
the Chamber of Commerce for its efforts on behall 
of the people and economy of Ulster Cou nty . 
“ I detect at work here a fine cohesiv e sense ol 
pu blic spirit, 
she commented, "that y ou r impu ­ 
tation is on the increase means that 
|ieople 
perceiv e Kingston and Ulster Cou nty as good place 
to liv e." She ex pressed her hope that the same can 
soon be said for all of New York.

To the su rprise of practically no one May or 
Francis R. Koenig’s $8 .4 million bu dget was 
approv ed by a straight party v ote of 11-1 at 
Thu rsday night’s Common Cou ncil meeting with 
hardly a change. 


There may be some changes, howev er, in the way 
the 197(5 bu dget is drawn u p, in particu lar in the 
amou nt ol adv ance notice the pu blic and the 
Cou ncil is giv en by the may or prior to official 
action on the bu dget. 
Apparently some of the criticism abou t the way 
Kingston’s bu dgets are presented to the pu blic are 
beginning to be heard at city hall. This y ear, the 
pu blic got a scant three day s notice before the 
may or’s pu blic hearing; nev er has there been more 
than a week’s notice. 
Majority Leader Peter J. Mancu so called lor a 
sincere effort" by the Charter Rev ision Committee 
to change the charter to allow the pu blic two or 
three months adv ance notice on the bu dget. 
May or Koenig himself, in response to criticism 


at an address to the Lions Clu b on Tu esday 
su ggested that perhaps the sy stem cou ld be im ­ 
prov ed by mov ing the city ’s fiscal y ear back to 
early December mu ch like the Cou nty Legislatu re. 
The only criticism ol the bu dget Thu rsday night 
was from Alderman Brian 1). Smith ( Third Ward), 
the Cou ncil’s lone Repu blican. 
Sm ith’s criticism was directed primarily at the 
city 's assessment policies. He contended that the 
assessor needed more stall to adequ ately deal with 
some 9 ,000 parcels. 


The bu dget it soil was left v irtu ally u ntou ched by 
the Finance, Way s and Means Committee which 
officially receiv ed it on Jan. 7 . The biggest item 
was a $3,000 increase in the shade tree accou nt, 
raising it to $12,500. 
In other action, the aldermen approv ed a trip 
requ est by May or Koenig to trav el to Washington 
on Jan. 28 to seek fu nds lor the restoration and 
rental of the old city hall at 408 Broadway by the 
federal gov ernment.

Gro wing Into Office 


Gerald R. Ford is the latest living 
proof of the axiom that the U.S. 
presidency works deep changes in 
whoever the incumbent may be. 
This conservative Republican Mid- 
westerner, staunch advocate of fiscal 
restraint who literally only days ago 
was talking of a surtax and wouldn’t 
let the word “ recession" pass his 
lips, stood before the Congress and 
pleaded for financial action that 
smacked of New Deal liberalism. 
No longer does Mr. Ford represent 
thousands of Michigan voters only; 
he is now accountable to a consti­ 
tuency of Americans in the millions. 
They were demanding action in a 
steadily worsening situation and he 
heard them. He came around to 
their way of viewing things, and 
bluntly told the senators and his 
former House colleagues that he 
brought them bad news. 
Of course, he can but propose; the 
legislators will dispose. Inevitably, 
in the lopsided party margins that 
mark both branches there will be 
changes in his proposals, but a chief 
thrust will be toward tax relief in the 
hope of halting the recession slide. 
Signs of bipartisan support for this 
phase of the Ford message appeared 
almost before he had left the House 
chamber to return to the White 
House. But there was far less en­ 
thusiasm—indeed some downright 
coolness—for his request for a gas 
and oil price increase and his pro­ 
posal for a 5 per cent ceiling on 
federal pay increases. 
With his 5 per cent maximum he 
was, however unintentionally, tak­ 
ing dead aim at 30-million Social 
Security recipients, many of them 
already reeling under the blows of 
inflation that escalated while their 
income remained fixed. Come July, 
under new legislation that tied 
payments to the Consumer Price 
Index, these security checks were 
scheduled to swell by an estimated 
8.7 per cent. The President’s plan 


would cost the eligible elderly a 
minimum of $3.50 a mont and a 
maximum of $11.70. If Social Secur­ 
ity is your sole or principal source of 
income, these reductions are by no 
means small, and the projected 42.5/ 
billion saving in this program (plus 
another 4100- million in the Sup­ 
plemental Security Income program 
for the aged and blind formerly on 
state welfare rolls) will elicit only 
dismay from the senior citizens. 
The Ford plan has ironic aspects: 
It is being criticised and with some 
justification, as in part a mere 
“ swapping of money,” of giving on 
the one hand and taking back on the 
other. There are the one-year re­ 
bates, both for businesses and indi­ 
viduals, and the permanent reduc­ 
tion in the maximum income tax 
rate. And on the other side of the 
edger, the levies on domestic and 
imported crude oil are intended to 
discourage consumption. Calculated 
as an antidote to infl at ion, it has 
characteristics that could be infla­ 
tionary. 
This complex program was ham­ 
mered out after long and detailed 
consultations, and among the “ re­ 
jected" possibilities was a big tax on 
gasoline 
that 
would 
have 
dis­ 
couraged travel and thus conserved 
energy. In this game of multiple 
choices, President Ford opted for a 
five-year delay in making man­ 
datory more stringent emission stan­ 
dards. He thus, no doubt, pleased 
the automobile manufacturers 
though consigning the American 
public to breathe dirty air for a while 
longer. But the fact that Grand 
Rapids is Mr. Ford’s country and 
happens to be in Michigan, and 
Michigan happens to be the state 
that is the core of the auto industry 
—all this was no factor in the choice 
that was made. For, as above, a 
president becomes a national figure, 
and parochial considerations* are 
cast aside.

PH ILA D ELPH IA —Detested and feared by powerful lead­ 
ers of his own party, Democratic Mayor Frank Rizzo, the 
super-tough ex-cop who ran Richard Nixon’s informal 
compaign here in 1972, is proving that law-and-order still 
counts for much despite the party’s national Democratic tilt 
to the left. 
The fact that Rizzo has survived at all in a national era 
of reformist big-city government which has made mayors out 
of blacks, accounting experts and city planners is surprising 
enough. Far more so is the fact that, only four months before 
the Democratic primary election, Rizzo is clearly the man 
to beat.

A private poll taken last month by two nationally-known 
polling organizations for Rep.

Only slightly less polarized, but against Rizzo, were 40 per 
cent of the city’s registered Democrats. Rizzo’s parlay is

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When he and well-muscled followers from the building 
trades unions phy sically broke down the d<x>rs of the 
Democratic party’s big annual dinner last May and de­ 
manded a seat for the mayor at the head table, his arch­ 
enemy, city Democratic chairman Peter Camiel, feared 
bloodshed between the 4,(XX) party faithful and Rizzo’s 
tough little army. Rizzo called it “ the greatest day” in his 
life. 
Camiel bitterly lament's his own decision to accept then- 
Police Commissioner Rizzo as the party’s endorsed mayoral 
candidate four years ago. He broke with Mayor Rizzo the 
next year. Their sizzling feud climaxed in August 1973, when 
Rizzo accepted a Camiel challenge to take a ie-detector test 
over an alleged bribery charge. Rizzo flunked the test. 
Despite that public humiliation, despite 20 murders here 
in the first eight days of 1975, and despite his emotional 
defense of the disgraced Richard Nixon, Rizzo’s base 
remains firm. In the words of one political expert: “ What 
really shows that strength is the fact that most of those pious 
Italian mamas and papas stayed with him despite the lie- 
detector test.” 
Camiel emphatically disagrees. The shrewd political boss 
of one of the last effective big-city organizations, Camiel has 
licked Rizzo time and again in party confrontations: he 
defeated, better than 2-1, Rizzo’s bid last June to take over 
the party organization; he outfought Rizzo by naming his 
own choices for Democratic candidates in the 1973 city 
elections; he carried his city for George McGovern in 1972 
against Rizzo, who was on a first-name basis with Nixon. 
Camiel and his lieutenants claim Rizzo is far weaker in 
his former middle-class Jewish strongholds of the northeast, 
angered by continuing high crime rates and inadequate 
school funds. They claim Rizzo has alienated older Catholic 
ethnics and is even weaker with black voters than he was 
in 1971. 
' 
But that very fact—fear of Rizzo by low-income blacks— 
may explain his strength with working-class whites and 
prove that law-and-order is not a vestigial issue. 
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“Oh tor he a v e n’s s a k e — don’t ge t s o e x c ite d! I 
bought a lot of b -o-u-i-l-l-o-n toga y , not a lot of 
h -u-l-l-i-o -n !” 


Several months ago, a moral question arose. It 
was brought to light within the confraternity of 
newspapermen by a weekly newsmagazine called 
Editor & Publisher. The problem, as E & P saw 
it, was whether columnists are not guilty of ethical 
error in “ plugging” companies or products in 
which they have a monetary interest. 


Editor & Publisher expressed alarm because it 
claimed to have found two columnists publicly 
endorsing, or enhancing, corporations in which 
they held stock or several as officers. 
1 am not one to blow the whistle on a confrere. 
And yet the argument is implicit that if we, as 
members of the press, hunt down and expose the 
venality of corrupt public figures, are we too not 
public figures? 
If the answer is yes — and it must be — then 
it follows that we cannot hold the Nixons and 
Stanses of the world to account unless we are 
accountable to our readership. If some of us have 
other business interests, should we divulge them? 
Or, to carry it a step further, shouldn't we also 
admit to the offers of “ freebie” trips and explain 
why we accept some and reject others? 1 asked my 
wile (treasurer) to draw up a list of our assets.

This is full gross disclosure. We also own a 1972

Trial and error have taught me not 
to entertain “ freebies” unless I know the press 
agent well. If he understands that, if on the 
“ Freebie” I cannot find a worthy story then I will 
not devise one, okay. 
Example: Several months ago, the Chamber of 
Commerce invited me to Key West. I explained the 
customary conditions. A restaurateur named Nick 
Centozi (whose speciality is cooking spaghetti) 
steered me to not one, but four good yarns, 
including a beauty about Earnest Hemingway. 
If I write about the magic of new jet planes, I 
must secure an F.A.A. government pass to ride up 
front with the crew. But first I must by a seat, 
which remains empty. Now and then veteran 
reporters such as Louis Sobol, Jim Mahoney, or old 
personal friends like Hank Meyer or Bill Kofoed 
will call any say: “ Why not take the missus on a 
trip to soandso? If you find anything worth writing 
about, fine. If not, no harm done.”

Wrhile most Americans are 
struggling to make ends meet, 
the Air Force is pouring $2.6 
million into a project that 
they already have determined 
in unnecessary. 
Here are the startling de­ 
tails: 
In 1973, the Air Force was 
granted the funds to build a 
new electronics research labo­ 
ratory in Rome, N.Y. But the 
Strategic Air Command put a 
hold on the project. The SAC 
commanders feared it might 
be too vulnerable to attack 
from nuclear submarines. 
Later, they were persuaded 
to change their minds and to 
grant their aproval. Construc­ 
tion began last August. 
But in November, the Air 
Force 
abruptly 
announced 
that it was moving its re­ 
search facilities to Massachu­ 
setts and Ohio. This could 
make the Rome facility sur­ 
plus. 
But is was too late to stop 
construction. The materials 
already had been ordered, 
and the penalty for halting 
the project would be $1.8 mil­ 
lion. So the workmen are still 
at it, hammering the facility 
together, although there is no 
longer any need for it. 
The Air Force maintains 
that the move will save $29.8 
million over a five-year peri­ 
od. On the contrary, Rep. 
Don Mitphell, R.-N.Y., who 
represents the Rome area, 
contends the move will cost 
the taxpayers $70.2 million 
over five years. 
But one thing seems cer­ 
tain: The Air Force will wind 
up with a $2.6 million in­ 
stallation it doesn’t want.

NEW LAW AFFECTS ESCROW ACCOUNTS 
It y ou are a new homeowner pay ing money into a mortgage 
escrow accou nt, there is a recent New York State law that 
benefits y ou . Beginning last Ju ly , all lend ing institu tions 
were req u ired to pay at least two per cent interest on all new 
ex crow accou nts. “ Escrow accou nt" in this law refers to a 
su m of money paid to a lend ing institu tion by a home bu y er 
for the pay ment of real estate tax es, insu rance premiu ms, 
or water rents, if necessary . Sometimes the lend ing institu ­ 
tion giv es these accou nts to a third party to ov ersee. 
This law applies only to owners of one to six -family 
resid ences occu pied by the owner and located in New York 
State. It d oes inclu d e cond ominiu ms, say s Phy llis W. 
Barlow, Ex tension Home Economist. 
In the new law, “ lend ing institu tions" are d efined as 
bank s, sav ings and loan associations, sav ings bank s, cred it 
u nions, insu rance companies, pension fu nd s, and mortgage 
companies. This classification cov ers all intitu tions that 
lend money for the specific pu rpose of mortgages. 
Prev iou sly , when a home mortgage was paid off, the su m 
in an escrow accou nt was retu rned to the bu y er; bu t 
sometimes serv ice or finance charges were lev ied . Another 
prov ision in this new law say s that a hou se bu y er cannot 
be billed for any serv ice or finance charges on an escrow 
accou nt. This prov ision applies to both new and ex isting 
escrow accou nts u nless a prov ision was mad e in a loan 
contract ex ecu ted before Ju ly 1, 197 4, allowing for charges. 
No interest is req u ired to be paid by the institu tion on 
ex isting escrow accou nts. The two per cent minimu m 
interest rate applies only to new accou nts established on or 
after last Ju ly 1. Also, the two per cent minimu m rate may 
be raised by the New York State Bank ing Board if they feel 
economic cond itions warrant su ch a change.
